Council Sets 
Policy On 
‘Spot Zoning 


A policy against “spot rezoning” 
unless it.is a public necessity, for 
the general welfare and is good zon- 
ing practice was laid down emphat- 
ically by the Menlo Park city coun- 
cil Tuesday night after one of the 
liveliest public hearings in months. 

The hearing was unusual in that 
it saw city officials, speaking as 
private citizens, taking opposing 
views from the floor and, in one 
instance, criticizing actions and pol- 
icies of the municipal government. 

After more than an hour of ar- 
guments, the four councilmen con- 
ducting the hearing voted unani- 
mously to deny petitions for re- 
zoning three pieces of property at 

Santa Cruz avenue and Univer- 

sity drive. Rezoning would per- 

mit construction of clinics, apart- 
ment houses and hotels. 

Councilman Wallace Brown dis- 
qualified himself because of being 
an interested party, left the rostrum 
and then joined in the arguments 
as a private citizen. 

Speaking as a property owner was 
Paul H. Bryant, 1320 University 
drive, member and secretary of the 
city planning commission, which had 
recommended rezoning of the prop- 
erties. Bryant spoke strongly a- 
gainst rezoning and asserted ‘“‘there 
appears to be no policy by the plan-

Mrs. Rayfield and Mr. Brown fill- 
ed, respectively, vacancies created 
by resignations of Mrs. Vernon Bar- 
ker and Rev. Eric Jackson from the 
wzecréation commission.

The Menlo Park police depart- 
ment this week began plactng 
“courtesy tags” on automobiles 
parked on streets for more than 
one hour between 2 a.m. and 6 
a.m., according to Chief George 
Potter. 

The “courtesy tags” are for first 
offenders and point out a viola- 
tion of section 24, ordinance No.

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Dwelling Construction Increases 
Problems In Menlo Fire District 


The tremendous 
dential construction in the Menlo 
Park fire district . . . particularly 
in Menlo Park itself ... and the 
consequent problems of fire preven- 
tion and combat were shown in a re- 
port issued yesterday by Chief 
Thomas Cuff. 

In the four-year period of 1945 
through 1948, the annual rate of 
new dwelling construction increased 
more than 200 per cent. Alterations 
and construction of outbuildings 
nearly doubled. 

Cuff pointed out that the increas- 
ing duties of fire prevention and 
combat arise not from expansion 
of the district’s area, but from new 
home building within that area. The 
district has increased comparative- 
ly little in area the last four years, 
there having been a few small an- 
nexations. 

“Four years ago, there were two 
apartment houses in the district,” 
he said. “Now there are about 200 


Menlo Park had by far the great- 
est increase in the annual rate of 
new dwelling construction, the re- 
port showed. In 1945 there were 
53 new dwellings built; in 1946, 124: 
in 1947, 109 and in 1948, 301. The 
latter figure is nearly 600 per cent 
of the 1945 total of 53. 

Atherton's rate of increase was a 
bit short of 300 per cent, rising from 
44 new dwellings in 1945 to 45 in 
1946, 55 in 1947 and 109 in 1948. 

In the unincorporated area, the 
number of new dwellings in 1948 was 
740 against 374 in 1945, an increase 
a little less than 200 per cent. How- 
ever, during the interim construc- 
tion was much heavier in this area, 
with 953° new dwellings in 1946 and 
831 in 1947. 

Total number of new dwellings 
built in all parts of the district was 
471 in 1945, 1132 in 1946, 995 in 1947 
and 1150 in 1948, or a rise in the 
annual rate of more than 200 per

RETURN ON THE TAX DOLLAR 


Elsewhere in this issue of the RECORDER are photographs 
and a story concerning the new Encinal school now nearing 
completion at Middlefield road and Encinal avenue. We have 
endeavored, by story and picture, to give a full description of 
new facilities the Menlo Park school district will have when 
construction is finished. 

Seldom have we seen a better example of a good return 
on the taxpayers’ dollars that we did at Encinal during a tour 
of the project with Superintendent Mel Homfeld. The build- 
ing represents everything that is modern in school planning 

compactness, safety for pupils, pleasant surroundings, 
spacious and well-lighted rooms, outdoor classrooms, excellent 
facilities for recreation and unusual arrangements for school 
bus loading and unloading, to name a few. 

Exact date of opening of the building is Uncertain because 
of the weather factor. It is hoped the new plant can be in 
operation by the end of this month. 

When the building is completely furnished and in use, the 
school officials and Parent-Teacher association plan a formal 
dedication at which the plant will be shown to the public. When 
date of this event is announced, we suggest you place it in 
your datebook and make it a ‘’must.”’ 

We think that an inspection of the Encinal school will 
convince you, as it did us, that the Menlo Park school district 
and its architect, Arthur Janssen, are at the forefront in school 
planning. 


TAX STRIKE BY LANDLORDS 


Two news items within the week concerning rent control 
tell of two courses being taken by organizations seeking de- 
control or easing of restrictions. The courses are about as 
far apart as they possibly can be when viewed in the light of 
democratic and undemocratic procedures. 

One action is that of the Menlo Park-Atherton board of 
realtors, which is asking landlords to delegate the board full 
representation in seeking decontrol or ‘fair rentals.’’ The 
board said efforts will be carried on “largely at the top,’ mean- 
ing in Washington, D.C., through the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards. Meantime, these landlords would observe 
the rent regulations regardless of how they feel about them. 

In contrast is action of the Apartment House Association 
in San Jose, whose members adopted a resolution under which 
they will refuse to pay property taxes if federal rent control is 
continued. 

This action represents the undemocratic procedure and 
certainly will do the landlords no good in the eyes of the pub- 
lic, already only too well acquainted with the ‘‘no children” 
rule adopted by so many owners of rental property and the 
“‘take it or leave it’’ condition of premises offered for rent. 

Property owners who decline to pay taxes will find their 
“‘strike’’ will have little effect on congress, where the rent con- 
trols are made. They will be hurting only themselves by cut- 
ting off substantial revenues required by schools, law enforce- 
ment agencies and other units of local government. 

The San Jose apartment landlords point out they can re- 
tain their property for five years even though taxes are unpaid. 
Not that it will happen, but we wonder what these same prop- 
erty owners would say if local government should reply: ‘All 
right, no fire, police, public health or sanitation services at 
your properties for five years.’’

Streets 


Program 
Outlined 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 

The second of the city council’s 
eleven points for civic improvement 
is revision of our master street 
plan. The p'an presently in force 
was drawn up in 1942. Since that 
date the ares of our city has in- 
creased by abcut 140 per cent and 
the population gain has been even 
greater. The Santa Cruz avenue 
project with the parking plaza has 
been completed, all but a few of our 
former substandard streets have 
reconstructed to our master plan 
street construction specifications, 
and numerous new _ streets have 
been built in our new subdivisions. 

In the Beile Haven and Suburban 
Park annexations we have acquired 
a new major arterial in Bay road, 
have the Bayshcre highway .run- 
ning through our city, and are bor- 
dered on much of our new territory 
by Willow Road, another major 
street. At the other end of the 
city, our former boundary of Olive 
street has been exchanged for 
Cloud avenue, Santa Cruz avenue 
and Vine street. 

Althcugh each new street has 
been carefully consicered before ap- 
proval by both the city planning 
commission and the city council, it 
is obvious that a new overall master 
street plan should be drawn up by 
the commission. 

A substantial start has been 
made on the new mister p'an by 
the planning ccmmission. The 
cewntewn area has been studied 
and tentative alleys, parking p'az- 
as and future streets have been 
marked off, as has the extension 
of Willow read to El Camino R<al. 
Stvdy must next ke given to the 
sections of the city north 
south of the business district. 

When -the planning commission 

has drawn up a plan that appears 
to it most satisfactory for the fu- 
ture development cf the city, it will 
then hold public hearings on the 
plan and will revise it in accordance 
With infcrmation and sentiment de- 
veloped at such hearings. Next it 
will be passed on to the city coun- 
cil, which will a'so hold public hear- 
ings before final adoption by ordin- 
ance. 

In the past no plan was made for 
the location of future parks and 
public buildings. Ths: outiines of 
cur city are now apparent, the loca- 
tion of our civic center is establish- 
ec. and the relative u'timate pspu- 
lation densities can be calculated. 
The new mastcr plan should, ac- 
cordingly, specify in addition to 
streets the sites of future schools, 
parks, libraries, recreation facilities, 
and other public structures. A for- 
wardc-looking cverall plan now will 
prove of inestimable value in the 
future in making Menlo Park an 
ever better city in which to live, 
shop and work.

DOUBLE EXEMPT 


IONS GRANTED 


PERSONS OVER 65, THE BLIND 


Editor’s Note: This is the third 
of a series of articles prepared 
by the U. S. bureau of internal 
revenue for aid in filing income 
tax returns, due March 15. We 
suggest you save these articles and 
use them as a guide to making 
returns. 


Under the new income tax laws 
personal exemptions have been in- 
creased to $600. A double exemp- 
tion is permitted persons who were 
65 years of age on January 1, 1949. 
The double exemption is also grant- 
ed blind persons. 

Near the top of Forms 1040A and 
1040, small boxes designating “Yes” 
cr “No” for age and the same for 
blindness, have been provided. No 
taxpayer over 65 years of age, or 
blind, will be granted the double 
exemption unless these spaces are 
marked. 

When husband and wife are 
both over 65, both will be granted 
the double exemption. If one 
spouse is over 65, the other under, 
three exemptions may be claimed. 
If a person is over 65 years of 
age, and blind, three exemptions 
may be taken. 

It is well to remember that a 
false answer concerning a person’s 
age is perjury and can be punished 
severely. 

Any person who is closely related 
and received less than $500 of tax- 
able income in 1948, and to whose 
support you have contributed more 
than 50 per cent may be claimed as 
a dependent. The allowance for de- 
pendency is $600. The support you 
contributed may have been in mon- 
ey, room and board, and merchan- 
dise. The dependent’s age, physical 
or mental condition, where he lives, 
why he needed or received your help, 
does not affect the claiming of de- 
pendency. 

When two people divide a de- 
pendent’s support equally, neither 
may claim credit for his support. 
It is only the person providing ma- 
ority support who may take the 
credit for dependent.

Only one exemption of $600 is al- 
lowed for a dependent. Persons over 
65 years of age, or blind, are not 
given a double credit for depend- 


ency. 


A child born before midnight, De- 
cember 31, 1948, may be claimed as 


a dependent for the entire year. 


A person who died any time after 
1947, and 
was dependent during his life in 


midnight, December 31, 


1948, may be claimed as a depend- 
ent for the entire year. 

Anyone alive during the entire 
year, but dependent only part of 
the year, may be claimed in full, 
or not at all. It depends on 
whether you contributed majority 
support, measured in financial as- 
sistance instead of time. 

Only citizens of the United States, 
residents of Canada or Mexico, may 
be claimed as dependents regardless 
of relationship or amounts contrib- 
uted to their support. In some in- 
stances, it is possible to take exemp- 
tions on more than one return. This 
is true when a minor child worked 
for salary subject to withholding 
tax, and earned less than $500 dur- 
ing the year. Such a person pro- 
vides a dependency exemption for 
the person who supports him. He 
claims his own exemption in filing 
a return to recover the taxes with- 
held by his employer. 

It is possible for a person to claim 
as a dependent a war veteran at- 
tending college under the G. I. bill. 
Government contributions to G. I.’s 
attending school are non-taxable in-

ning commission and council on 
zoning.” 

He rapped “spot rezoning within 
a few months after adoption of a 
complete zoning plan for Menlo 
Park,” referring to the zoning or- 
dinance passed last summer. 

Bryant urged denial of the three 
petitions in question, made by the 
Peninsula Title Guaranty Co., Flor- 
ence E. Ohler and Victor A. Sbragia. 

Council’s position on rezoning 
was stated by Councilman Edward 
Church, who at the same time 
took exception to remarks about 
there being “no policy.” 

“T refute contentions we are in- 
consistent in policy,” Church de- 
clared. “We may not have pleased 
everyone. 

“We may rezone property, under 
the ordinance, if it is public neces- 
sity, for the general welfare and is 
good zoning practice. I do not be- 
lieve any of the petitioners have 
shown these causes and nothing has 
been presented to warrant rezon- 
ing.” 

Councilman Daniel Hayes also 
took exception to “no policy” asser- 
tions and declared the petitions had 
shown no cause to rezone. 

A resolution denying the petitions 
then was passed. 

At the outset of the hearing, writ- 
ten protests against the propoged 
rezoning were read. 

Then Mrs. Ohler, a petitioner, told 
the council she had no plans for 
construction on the property for 
which she asked rezoning but ‘only 
wanted to protect the market value 
of the property.” 

Sbragia also stated he had pet- 
itioned for rezoning in an effort 
to “keep up the value of my prop- 
erty” and that he had “no inten- 
tion of building a hotel or a large 
apartment house.” 

Much of the argument from the 
floor concerned the possibility of 
“commercial” construction should 
rezoning be granted. Councilman 
Brown, speaking as a private citi- 
zen, entered the discussion to deny 
any construction permitted under 
the requested rezoning would be
